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Nixon Backs Case Measure

The Nixon administration 
has agreed to end the process 
by which the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency funneied $30 
million a year to two radio sta- 
tions which beam rews and 
propaganda to Eastern Eu- 
rope, it was announced yester- 
day. 

Instead, the administration 
will ask Congress to approve a 
public subsidy of about $40 
million for the stations, Radio 
Free Europe and Radio Lib- 
erty.

Ogden Reid (R-N.Y.) will intro- 
duce in Congress Monday— a 
nonprofit corporation known 
as the American Council for 
Private International Commu- 
nications, Inc., would be estab- 
lished. Case said its purpose 
would be “to promote free 
flow of information to the peo- 
ples of the world through es- 
tablished private organiza- 
tions.” 


Radio Liberty were created 
after World War II. As appar- 
ently private agencies, they 
were more free than the Voice 
of America, an official govern 
ment, agency to broadcast 
propaganda.

The stations posed as pri- 
vately supported nonprofit op- 
erations until last Jan. 25, 
when Sen. Clifford P. Case 
(R-N.J.) said in a speech that 
the CIA had been the source 
of almost all their funds for 
years. 

Case announced that the ad- 
ministration has endorsed his 
proposal for a public subsidy. 
But although he will introduce 
the administration bill Mon- 
day to bring it about, he ques- 
tioned whether the measure 
would provide enough con- 
gressional scrutiny of how the 
subsidy will be spent.
